the absolute owner of a finely-equipped 
‘ facetracw. He is 28 years old and is con- 
sidered a millionaire. With his two broth- 
ers, he is the owner of a great phanma- 
ceutical business. He js married and re- 
sides in Vandeventer place. 
Lambert and his brothers, Albert and 
Marion, have been prominently identified 
with gentlemanly sports in St. Louis and 
elsewhere. Albert Lambert's fad has been 
golfing, Marion's automobiling, but Jordan 

has always been fond: of horses. 
Tt is said of him that he bas never driven 
an auto, always preferring to ride behind

which he owns.

MAN WHOSE 


CAUSED DEATH BLAMES 
LIGHTNESS OF BLOV 


Charles Siegel Says If He Had 
Used More Strength Patrick 
Quinn Would Have Fallen Dif- 
ferently and Not Been Killed. 


Homicide without felonious intent was 
the verdict which resulted from an inquest 
Saturday into the death of Patrick Quinn, 
who died as the result of a blow from 
the fist of Charles Stegel. 

The story of Siegel on the witness stand 
was that he had the right of way and 
Quinn in passing him struck at him with 
his whip and lashed his horses, that they! 
both got down in the street and that he 
struck Quinn as the latter was stooping to 
pick up a rock. 

Siegel will be held for the action of the 
assistant prosecuting: attorney, who will 
decide after Yeading the transcript of the 
evidence whether to issue a warrant 
against him. 

Siegel regrets that he did not hit Quinn 
harder. He calculates that if he had put 
more power into the blow Quinn would 
have fallen differently and his skull would 
not have been fractured. 

The hitting power of his left hand Is 
780 pounds. He estimates that he only 
struck a 200-pound blow. In other words, 
he says he could have hit Quitin’ four 
times as hard as he did with his left. _, 

The blow was struck on Easton avenue, 
west of King’s highway, Thursday after- 
noon. Seigel was driving a covered stake, 
wagon west on Easton avenue. 

Quinn drove up behind him in a one- 
horse spring wagon. Quinn wanted to pass 
between Siegel's wagon and the curb and 
shouted to Siegel to get out of the way. 

Siegel safs that Quinn called him names 
and when he came alongside struck at him 
with his whip, the blows falling on one of 
the horses. 

Siegel says he reached for a stake @nd 
Quinn jumped down from his wagon. 
Siegel also jumped down. He says as he 
approached Quinn stooped to pick up a 
rock. 

“Tl dropped my stake,”’ he said Saturday,

DEATH RELIEVES GRIEF 
WHICH WAR CAUSED] 


YEARS | 


Capt. Marshal! Stoddard, Devoted to Cause of the Confederacy 
Never Recovered From Grief Over Its Downfall! and 
Remained Unreconstructed to the End. 


Forty years of irreoconciliable grief for 
the “lost cause’’ made strange and sorrow- 
ful the life of Capt. Marshall Stoddart, who 


died at the Missouri Baptist Sanitarium in 
St. Louis at 2 o'clock Friday afternoon. 

Capt. Stoddart was a member of the staff 
of Gen. Kirby Smith. He fought valiantly 
for the South, and when the cause he loved 
and served was lost, he was a broken- 
hearted man. 

Nothing could reconcile him to the down- 
fall of h Conftderacy. He waved aside 
the ministering balm of time. He refused 
to abide by things as they happened. In 
the words of his brother, Thomas 8. Stod- 
dart, of the St. Loule Merchants’ Ex- 
change, he remained to the end unrecon- 
structed, devoted to the memory of the 
cause that was ijost. 

Capt. Stoddart was born in Philadelphia, 
Pa.. in 1832 He was a merchant at Fort 
Smith, Ark., when the civil war broke out. 
He volunteered his services to the Confed- 
eracy and served with honors until Appo- 
mattox. He went to New Orleans after 
tne war and engaged in business there. 
Subsequently he came to St. Louis, .where 
his brother had located. At the time of his 
death he was assistant secretary of the 
American Bonding Co, of Baltimore in 8t. 
Louss. 

He was widely known among the older 
residents of St. Louls. The newer genera- 
tion scarcely knew him at all. They scarce- 
ly sayy him. He lived a life of almost cioist- 
ered seclusiony For the last eight years he 
hae virtually buried himeeif in a room at

ROUTINE CASES CLEARED UP 


General Clearing Out of Four 
Courts Desks Marks Closing
